scribes to the rules of a savings bank, 
governing- deposits, which rules provide 
tbat the presentation of a bank book 
shall 
be 
sufficient 
evidence of 


authority to tbe bank to make any pay- 
ment to the bearer, such payments 
shall be valid when there is no circum- 
stances in connection with the pre- 
sentation of tbe pass book to justify 
.suspicion. The decision in tbe case of 
a depositor of the Citizens' Saving bank 
against that institution who had near- 
ly SI. 000 on deposit, and which deposit 
was wi tli drawn by another person who 
had obtained possession of his pass- 
book. 
Judge Daly's decision was on 


appeal. 
The case had been tried twice 


in the lower courts and in each deci- 
sion was in favor of plaintiff.

reason for the prohibition of the ex- 
port of fruit at certain seaport towns 
is that they are virtually under the 
control of the rebels. 


The Spanisb'are not able to station 


sufficient bodies of troops at all ol 
these places, nor are the Cubans able 
to openly bold tho places on account of 
the Spanish fleet. But almost all the 
Cubans shipping fruit are in sympathy 
with tbe rebels and furnish them with 
money. This order is an indirect blow 
at the rebel resources in Cuba, as the 
prohibition of the exportation of tobuc- 
co was at their resources in the United 
States.

The reigu of terror in Portsmouth 


bids fair to come to a close. 
The toils 


are closing iii on the notorious Torn 
McKee, Into of Kentucky, arrested yes- 
terday afternoon, as the perpetrator of 
the recent dynamite and powder out- 
rages in the city. 
There is hut lifctlo 


donbt that the man now sweating in a 
dark coll in the station house is the 
guilty wretch who has been spreading 
terror and alarm throughout tho city 
for the last few weeks by his attempts 
at the blowing iip and destruction of 
the power house, school house and the 
Presbyterian church. Evidence is being 
turned up that will undoubtedly lead to 
his conviction. 


To Detective Edward Schlesiugor, 


assistant superintendent of the Miller 
agency of Cincinnati, is due the credit 
for closing in on this dangerous char- 
acter. Iii five days' time, since the 
case was turned over to him, he has 
bagged his game. 


McKee is 110 ordinary criminal. 
He 


is possessed of a cunning that has 
baflled the officers on more than a score 
of occasions. 
His capture yesterday 


was just in the niche of time. 
He was 


arranging his few affairs preparatory 
to skipping this section. An iutinia- 
itoii of his plans reached tho 
officers 


and they determined oil immediate and 
desperate action. 
Disguised as berry 


pickers, Officer Al. Fresch, ex-Police- 
mau John Bocook and Special Police- 
man Jack Lewis went over into Ken- 
tucky. 
They were not long in getting 


in the company of slippery Tom.

he was drinking, Bocook threw his 
arms 
about his nock. In a wink 


McKee slipped out and Bocook saved 
his game only by getting a tight grip 
on his ankle and holding ou until 
Fresch and Lewis could come to his 
rescue. 
Even then McKee made a des- 


perate attempt to break away. 
Mar- 


shal Watkius and Officer Ingles were 
watching tho maneuvers from this side 
of the river. 
They hurried over after 


the capture and helped bring the un- 
willing captive to this side of the 
water, where tho patrol was in waiting. 
The officers did not intimate to Tom 
the truth about his arrest, but preten- 
ded to be bringing him back to serve 
out a stone-pile sentence. 
Tho same 


deception was carried 
out at the 


mayor's office. 
McKee was placed in a 


dark cell and will he allowed to remain 
there and sweat three or four days be- 
fore being hrought up and questioned 
relative to the true crime with which 
he is charged. 


To councilmen Turley and Oonnolley 


and a Times reporter, who called at 
the mayor's office last night, Detective 
Schlesinger exhibited evidence and told 
the story leading up to the arrest of 
McKee. 


It is a hundred to one shot that we 


now have tho guilty party locked up. 
Prom this mass of evidence I have 
gathered • up, I think conviction will 
not be a hard matter. 
This has been 


a unique, and I must say, a somewhat 
puzzling case. 
I never in all my ex- 


perience struck a similar case. 
After 


thoroughly familiarizing myself with 
all the details and circumstances con- 
nected with the affair, I started out on 
what now appears to he the correct 
theory, that the party doing the mis- 
chief had no better motive for his ac- 
tions than tho gratification of a little 
spite he had against the city. 
It was 


not hard to connect the annonymous 
letters received by the mayor with the 
notices placed on the church door. 
The handwriting of the two was the 
same, and there were many little pe- 
culiarities in spelling and grammatical 
construction that were quite notice- 
able. I hardly expected to find anyone 
connected with the church implicated 
in the affair for various reasons. 
The 


powder used at the chnrch might be 
that stolen from the Richardson, Neu- 
dorfer &Silcox powder house robbed a 
few weeks ago. 
My first good clue 


was furaished by a piece of soap-wrap- 
per picked up by the marshal near the 
powder house. 
The paper was torn in 


fragments, but when Joined together it 
was found to be a note written by the 
same hand that penned the annony- 
mous letters on the church placards. 
The note was found to have been writ- 
ten by a Mrs. Basham. to Tom McKee. 
These two are old friends and lovers. 
The Basham woman has been held a 
prisoner in the station house on an old 
charge of disorderly conduct ever since 
Juno 30th. 
She acknowledged the au- 


thorship of the note and has since con- 
fessed to the conspiracy existing be- 
tween her and McKee to do a whole lot 
of mischief, hoping thereby to finally 
secure her release from the station 
house. 
We have a note from her urg- 


ing him to come and blow up the 
mayor's office. 
They kept up com- 


munication by means of notes slipped 
back and forth'from the station house 
into his hiding place in Kentucky. 
Several of thes<> notes we intercepted and 
will offer them as the most damaging 
evidence of his guilt. 
We tried by de- 


coy massage dictated to Mrs.Basham to 
get McKee on this side of the river. 
He was not to be caught, in that man- 
ner, and we decided on bringing him 
in from Kentucky by some other strat- 
egy ,and the "berry pickers" were sent 
after him." 


"After his arrest the marshal and I 


went over to his Kentucky hiding 


place. 
We searched about and turned 


up all these notes and other evidences 
of his rascality. 
Two shooting crack- 


ers were found, but no powder or other 
explosives. 
The shooting 
ornckors- 


were probably used to touch off his 
powder. 


"McKee is just such a character as 


I expected to find at the bottom of this 
mischief. 
It is in just such perverted 


criminal minds that such schemes orig- 
inate. He ^wanted to get even with 
the city for his imprisonment. 
He 


hoped in some way also to be able to 
dictate terms for tho release of the Bas- 
ham woman. 
She has been helping 


him in his plans. All the writing 
has been done by her.- The church 
notices and the anouyomus 
letters 


were all her work. There is no mis- 
taking her handwriting. 
She is just 


as smooth every bit as you will find 
them. 


"McKee was ou this side of the river 


the Saturday night of the explosion at 
tho church, and I expect to have no 
trouble in locating him in the neigh- 
borhood of the church with a suspic- 
ious package under his ami. 
Two par- 


ties have also been found who saw him 
carrying something down through tho 
corn-fields that day from tho powder 
house. 
I think I will also bo able to 


produce tho other three kegs of powder 
he has secreted away. 
I am not sure 


that he did not have a pal, if he did, 
wo will find him in time. 


"I never did work harder on a case 


than I have on this, and I also wish to 
say for your chief of police and force, 
I never did meet with a more willing, 
earnest, energetic and faithful set of 
officers in all mjr experience. 
They 


have given mo all tho assistance possi- 
ble, and without which I would have 
been powerless to accomplish anything 
whatever. 
Tho 
idea of a detective 


coming in here in this size of a place 
and going to work to unravel a mys- 
tery of this kind, disguising himself as 
a tramp, is tho most silly and nonsen- 
sical stuff I ever heard of. 
Such a 


stranger 
prowling 
around 
iu that 


manner would bo sure to excite atten- 
tion that wo\ild lead to his arrest. 
N"o; I do not think there Jhiis been a 
single outside detective at work on this 
case except myself. 
I do not claim 


any sepcial credit—that is duo Marshal 
Watkius and his force.''

Aside from such gentle names as an- 


archists and revolutionists,. common 
method of attack oil the Chicago plat- 
form and candidates is-that they mean 
repudiation. 
Asked iu what respect,

This law expressly recognizes gold

Wo next come iu regular sequence to 


the legislative iuterpretaitou and ex- 
pression of the above-quoted resump- 
tion act. 
It is known as the Stanley 


Matthew resolution, having been in- 
troduced by that eminent Republican 
senator. 
It passed the senate January 


25, 1878, a year before 
the resunip 


tion act went into operation.

resolution is peculialry interesting ac 
this time, and is as follows:

The law applicable to greenbacks and 


treasury notes also requires their re- 
demption in coin, or silver as to the 
latter. 
There are no gold obligations 


of the government, save the gold cer- 
tificates which are issued on the deposit 
of gold coin or bullion iu the treasury. 


The reader will observe that the 


bond quoted above is redeemable at the 
dates specified "in coin of the stan- 
dard value of the United States on said 
July 14, 187a, with interest m such 
coin from the day of the date hereof.''

money of redemption tinds no place in 
the contract. 
It is always "coin," and 


iiovor ' 'gold. " Nor dons honor require 
that the government shall give tho op- 
tion of payment to the creditor, that 
tho government sh;\ll always pay the 
creditor in the dearest coin. 


Just hero it is well to go back a 


little. 
In 1SI>8 tho Presidential battle 


was fought on the greenbacks issue— 
advocated by men of all parties for 
some years prior. Its contention was 
that, the bonds were payable in "the 
lawful money of the United States," 
as set down in the bonds. Tho elec- 
tion resulted in the overthrow of tho 
greenback notion, which implied rho 


cipal and interest, at the option of the 
government of the United States, in 
silver dollars of the coinage of the 
United States, containing 412,';,' grains 
each of standard silver; and that to re- 
store to its coinage such silver coins as 
a legal tender in payment of said 
bonds, principal and interest, is not ir 
violation of the public faith, nor it 
derogation of tho rights of the public 
creditor. 


This concurrent resolution, which 


we take it determines the question o 
interpretation, was passed by the sen 
ato by a vote of 43 years—315 Demo 
crats, 10 Republicans and 
1 Indepim 


dent voting for it, 
Tho nays wer 


only 23, and were made up of 7 Demo 
crats and 
in Republicans. 
In th 


house the resolution passed by a vot 
of IS!) yeas—11G Deomcrats and 73 Re 
publicans—to 79 nays— 23 Deouicnit 
and 50 Republicans. 
The rcsolutio 


passed both houses by a two-third 
vote. 
In the house, General Bragg, 


Wisconsin; John G. Carlisle, of Ken 
tucky; General Keifer, of Ohio; Major 
William McKinley, of Ohio; William 
R. Morrison, of Illinois; 
William 


Springer, of Illinois, and Secretary of 
the Navy Hilary A. Herbert voted for 
the measure. 
In the senate William 


Allison, of Iowa; James B. Beck, of 
Kentucky; Joseph E. MacDonald; of 
Indiana; Richard J. Oglesby, of Illi- 
nois; William Wiudom, of Minnesota, 
and forty-three other senators in high 
standing supported the measure with 
their votes. 


Secretary Sherman, at the head of 


the treasury department, in his report 
of December, 187S, in anticipation of 
the resupmtion act going into effect tho 
first of the coming year, mada this dec- 
laration : 


The secreatry deems it proper to 


state that in the meantime, in the exe- 
cution of the law as it now stands, he 
will feel it to bo his duty to redeem 
all United States notes presented ou

Hero was an express declaration o 


Senator Sherman in his finance repor 
of 1878 that, while he would retlceii 
those notes in gold, he reserved th 
legal option of tho government to re 
deem them in silver. 


The treasury notes issued under tb 


Sherman silver purchase law of 180' 
provided for^their redemption in silve 
coin. 
Tho repealing law, passed a 


the instance of Mr. Cleveland in 1893 
did not affect this. 
It simply repealed 


the provisions of the law for the pur 
chase of silver bullion. 


Nor was it held that tho greeuback 


aiid treasury notes were redeemable it 
gold, at the choice of tho note-holder 
until October 14, 1801, when "Calico' 
Foster (a "business man" of the Me 
Kiuley type), then secretary of th 
treasury under tho Harrison admiuis 
tration, made the first break in ai 
order to the assistant treasurer at Bos 
ton directing that tho Sherman trcas 
ury notes, specifically redeemable ii 
silver by the spirit and letter of th 
law, should bo redeemed iu gold. 


Thou the raids for gold on tho ucna 


ury commenced, whenever the gold

•ope profitable, or it became lucrative 
n the ordinary operations of trade and 
•ommerco.

loctiou.
